OLLOWING Hitler's lead, 

F ine men who contro] Ger- 

many’s press and radio 

have been schooling the German 

mind to abandon hope of swift 

victory and prepare instead for 

the prolonged defence of con- 
quered territories. 

They talk of turning all Europe 
into a fortress. They vaunt a new 
“defensive strategy” which the 
United Nations can never defeat. 
And they emphasise their belief— 
which we shall do well-to note— 
that a stalemate will leave them 
with the spoils of victory and us 
with nothing but the ruins of an 
Empire. 

It is true enough that anything 
short of total victory must spell 
defeat to the United Nations, but 
our leaders are not playing for a 
drawn game. They are no longer 
absorbed in defence; they are 
planning for attack. 

The war may be long or short. 
They make no promises about 
that. But they have promised us 
in definite terms to carry it into 
the enemy’s country and wage it 
relentlessly until his uncondi- 
tional surrender. 

Do not expect too much of 
speeches at this time. It is not 
possible tor Churchill, Roosevelt, 
or even Stalin, to tell us much 
that we have not heard before 
But at least they face the future 
with growing confidence and they 
do not ask us. in this fourth year 
of the world conflict, to resign 
yurselves to a defensive strategy 
and the bare hope of a decision 
on points.

He has 
only reminded us that our pro- 
mised aid must be delivered “on 
time,” or else all our material 
help may be in vain. 

And to this President Roosevelt 
has now made the rejoinder that 
the Governments and military 
leaders of the United States, the 
British Commonwealth and Soviet 
Russia are in complete agreement 
on “major decisions of strategy.” 
These must surely include the 
question of the second front. 

I do not see how Roosevelt 
could possibly have said more 
than that without telling Ger- 
many when and where the United 
Nations propose to strike. This 
he rightly refuses to do. 

And so, in the absence of any 
counter word from the Russian 
Government, it seems to me that 
we can look forward to a second 
front, literally, at the earliest 
possible date.

Keep your 
garden fertile 


To get good vegetables, feed 
your land. Farmyard manure is 
scarce. Next best is “* compost ” 
made from garden waste. If you 
started a heap earlier, finish it 
now and start a new one. There’s 
plenty of stuff now for compost 
— potato haulms (not if diseased) 
pea and bean haulms, cabbage 
leaves, weeds and fallen leaves. 
Don’t use hard, shiny leaves like 
holly. Burn them and sprinkle 
the ash on the heap or save it to 
rake into the soil next year. Don’t 
tread the heap too tightly. It 
needs air or it won’t rot down 
quickly. 

If you have never made com- 
post, start now. Mark out a site 
about 3 ft. wide by 4 ft. long. 
Remove soil to depth of 1 ft., put 
down a layer of garden waste
